ITEM - 4: DIRECTOR’S REPORT: 

 

  Bill Anderson reported on the Grantville workshop last week where they 

discussed the economic feasibility of the development prototypes that are associated with 

the plan alternatives.  It is a part of the process we go through in the community plan 

once we have some conceptual scenarios.  Those scenarios are predicated on certain 

development types.  We like to test them economically to see if they are feasible from a 

financial perspective to develop.  That was the exercise we went through and presented 

last week to the stakeholders committee… We will be discussing the traffic impacts and 

possible mitigation at our next meeting in November.  After that point we will be 

prepared to finalize our scenarios for our CEQA analysis. 

 

  Bill Anderson mentioned in his capacity as Chair of the American 

Planning Association Economic Development Division that APA sponsored his 

attendance to Washington, DC for the National Legislative Briefing and UN World 

Habitat Day earlier last week…  One of the important things we took back from those 

presentations is that the administration sees the link between affordable housing, 

transportation and environmental sustainability…  They directed HUD, Department of 

Transportation and EPA to form a task team to coordinate the programs to provide 

affordable housing.  Also FY2010 budget proposes setting a $150 million within the 

CDBG Program for a new sustainability initiative for planning grants. 

 

  Senator Chris Dodd introduced the Livable Communities Act, Senate Bill 

1619, to provide multi-year authorization for the sustainability initiative.  The House 

passed the American Climate and Energy Security Act, HR2454 and introduced Senate 

Clean Energy Jobs and American Power Act.  Also while we were there, President 

Obama issued Executive Order 13423, Federal Leadership Environmental Energy and 

Economic Performance, which requires Federal Agencies to meet green house emissions 

targets.  So, a lot of the things they are talking about in Washington to Legislation and the 
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Administration are basically what we have been talking about for the last five to ten years 

here in San Diego and even longer.  We do feel that the City Villages and our policies 

will position us well for future Federal Grants and State Grants and any competitive 

funds that we would have to pursue.
